In order that the cry of fraud may be

stolen from their companies in three years 
over eleven huudred thousand dollars. 
A thorough investigation of these so-called 
“failures” will reveal the fact that a major­ 
ity of 
them are 
brought about by 
either 
recklessness 
or 
dishonesty, 
and tor the purpose of settling for 25 or 
40 cents on the dollar. In China a banker is 
hanged tor tailing, and if as rigid laws were 
applied lo defaulters in this country, there 
would be very lew failures. 
We give the 
following taole of failures for the first quar­ 
ters of 1678 and 1877. 


There are quite a number of "survivors 
of the war of 1812,as shown lrom the ap­ 
plications for pensions under the provisions 
of the bills tor the payment of extra pen­ 
sions to that class of veterans.

The popular impulse for war has some­ 
what abated bere, and th ro n e of the press 
is less belligerent. There is a growing 
feeling that the British Ministry is too 
purely technical in its objections to Russia’s 
proposals. On the continent this senti­ 
ment amounts to a sense of resentment, 
sad England is losing ber moral pow­ 
er 
accordingly. 
If 
she 
per­ 
sists in war now she will be ss completely 
without sympathy as allies. While it is 
difficult to see how she can honorably re­ 
tire from her injudicious committals to war, 
calm thinkers sa.I believe she will find her 
road to peace through Bismarck's aid. The 
only serious counter-view is based on the 
British theory that her issue with Russia 
can only be postponed at best, and that 
she had better light now, while Russia is 
comparatively crippled and exhausted.

Fat Salaries for the Biga Wigs. 
Altboogh members of Parliament re­ 
ceive do compensation for their services, 
the judges and other high law officers of 
the pnoclpaltcoi}rta of Great Britain have 
handsome salaries. One of them receives 
a salary of $50,000 per annum; two have 
$40,000each; three have $35,000 each; five 
have$30,000 each; and no led* than twen­ 
ty-nine others receive $25,000 per year 
each. The Lord High Chancellor of Great 
Britain (Lord Cairns) receives the first 
named salary—$30,000 in his capacity usa 
judge, and $20,000 as presiding officer of 
the House of Peers. His salary is about 
four times that of the Chief Justice of tie 
Supreme Court of the United States. The 
Attorney-General receives $3-5,000; the 
Solicitor-General $30,000, and the Lord 
Chancellor .of Ireland $40,000. The Final 
Court of Appeals in Great Britain is the 
House of Lords—two judges here receive 
$30,000 each per yaar. The next lower 
court—Her Majesty's Court of Appeal 
betides several judges, who are members 
of the Court ex officio, has six others, of 
whom one receives $30,000. aud the other 
five $25,000 each. In the Queen’s Bench 
Division, Lord Chief Justice (J<»ckburn, 
with $40,000, has four associate or Puisnt 
Judges with $25,000 each. In the Com­ 
mon Pleas Division, Lord Chief Justice 
Coleridge, with $35,000, nas four A z e l­ 
ate or Pulsue Justices, with $25,000 
each,and lastly, in the Exchequer Divis­ 
ion, Lord Chief Baron Kelly, with a salary 
of $35,090, bos als*) fonr Associate or Put 
sine Barons ar $25,000 each per year. 
In 
the Metropolitan Police Courts one magis­ 
trate receives a salary of $9,000, and twen­ 
ty-two others $7,500 each. Tho dignita­ 
ries of the Established Church are quite a* 
well provided for. Tho Archbishop of 
Canterbury ha9 a salary of $75,000 a year 
and the entire number of Archbishops and 
Bishops of the Established Church—about 
thirty in all—the average salary is over 
$25,000 each. The Duke of M&lborough, 
aa Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, receives 
$100,000 por year, and an additional $34,- 
900 tor the support of hi9 household.

gives a recent cise of cheating: Two men 
Darned Clarke, presented themselves as 
agents for a patent wind-mill. They sold 
tha “right” (tanners mind how you buy 
“rights,'’ for they 
often turn out big 
wrongs) for Warren County, to 
James 
Dereamer, Isaac Dehart, and Abraham 
Parse!I. 
These gentlemen gave a note 
to these Clarkes for $700.00. 
Having 
note from well known and well-to-do men, 
the Clarkes went to a neighboring town, 
where there was a bank, and had no d fa­ 
culty in getting it discounted. 
But the 
Clarkes were well up in business; they 
came back to the makers of the note, and 
told them that they could not get it cashed. 
The account ends thus: “The farmers then 
gave them $700, since which time nothing 
has been heard of the agents, nor have 
the farmers received their windmill. 
We 
hazard 
nothing 
in 
predicting 
that those agents and that windmill will 
not be agaiu heard of in Warren County. 
New Jersey. 
The chaps havn made a 
clean $1,400, and they will not again be 
found in Warren County or in any other 
County in New Jersey. 
Fourteen hun­ 
dred dollars in a Slate no bigger than New 
Jersey, is a big haul. Can we add any­ 
thing to this plain statement of facts f This 
is a specimen cl the swindles upon the far­ 
mers that are being practiced all over the 
country. 
We would not sa? have nothing 
to do with any traveling agent, as that 
Would be unjust to many honest men who 
are engaged in Introducing articles of real 
value to farmers; but we would ask every 
farmer to exercise proper business shrewd- 
ness, aud to distinguish the swindler from 
the real seller. A lew weeks ago a seller 
of mowing machine knife sharpeners, coax* 
ed, worried, and finally bullied an honest 
man In Pleasantville, New York, Into sign* 
mg a note for a lot of worthless m aniocs, 
and now the note is sued in a distant town, 
requiring as much expense for time an I law 
yers to defend, as the amount of the 
note itself ($200). 
We may state it as a 
bife rule—if you eau not make a trade 
without signing anything, you ha! bifer 
let that trade go by. The land is so full 
of swindlers, that there is no safety in aoy 
other course. So we repeat our caution— 
and it would be well ii it were put up In 
large letters, where it can be seen daily— 
“With all strangers, with all traveling 
agents, farmers, be careful what you sign." 
Let no “Exclusive Agency,” let no pro­ 
spective profit, let no palaver of any glib- 
tongued salesman—no matter what he bas 
to sell, no matter what hopes of a sudden 
fortune he may hold out—induce you to 
put your name to any kind of a paper. Ii 
ooe comes to you well recommended, if he 
is honest, be will willingly walt until you 
clo find out if his credentials are true. 
Make no snap-agreeuients; jump at no 
great chances. Whoever comes along with 
an honest thing will be ready and willing 
to have it examined through ani through. 
Deal with no others.

Casting the CkaiupionlGold Bar. 
rieleoa (Montana) Herald: This after­ 
noon all the preparations having teen pre­ 
viously made, the largest gold bar of which 
there It any record was cast rn the .assay 
office of Molitor Bros., in this city. The 
process of melting, which commenced be­ 
lord midday, consumed several hours, and 
not until three o'clock was tho accumu- 
ated mass ol retort crowded beneath the 
id of the number IOO crucible and reduced 
to its molten state. The Messrs. Molitor, 
superintending the work, were assisted by 
Bohn, Messrs. John and Benjamin Wil­ 
liam stand Mr. L. C. Trent, ail ol them 
tactical assayers and experts. The cruci­ 
ble. fed with five hundred or more ounces 
at Intervals of thirty minutes, received the 
last chunk ot retort, which speedily lused 
and became a part of the golden liquid. 
When the bar was d&schargcd from the 
mould and lifted into the cooling tank, and 
its temperature reduced to handling touch, 
it waa taken from the water and a muscu- 
ar man put to scouring. This labor end­ 
ed, the bar was lugged to the counter of 
the front office, the door* thrown open, and 
the public admitted. In the course of a 
couple of hours hundreds of eager people 
burned to tne office to Inspect this extra­ 
ordinary golden specimen. 
The dimensions, weight, fineness and val­ 
ue of the bar is asg follows 
Length, twenty inches. 
Top breadth, seven inches 
Bottom breadth, six inches. 
Depth, three Inches. 
Weight. 33S9.7G ouoces. 
Fine, 700 gold; 223 silver. 
Value, $53,259 30 gold; $977 32 silver. 
Tnis is understood to be the largest gold 
bar ever cast in Montana or elsewhere. It 
excels by more than 1000 ouoces the great 
gold bar cast to Helena by 8 U. Bohm & 
Co, in 1870. The product comes entirely 
from the Penobscott mine, and is the re­ 
sult of thirty lull day's working of one 
arrastra and less than twenty day’s working 
of fiye stamps.

The Income Tax Bill* 
From the Cleveland Leader. 
The report of the Ways and Means 
Committee, recommending a reduction of 
eight cents per pound lo the tax on tobac­ 
co and imposing a tax on incomes, will be 
recognized as a victory for the Confederate 
brigadiers. It is an eflort to favor the to­ 
bacco interests—an almost 
exclusively 
Southern industry—and pile the tax there­ 
by relinquished upon the industry of the 
North. The present tax on tobacco is 
twenty-four rents a pound—the new law 
would reduce this to sixteen cent-. In 
England the tobacco tax i9 eighty cents a 
pound, and in France nearly as much. The 
present tax in this country is remarkably 
light and the proposition to restore the in­ 
iquities and exasperations of the income 
tax rn order that the tobacco tax may be 
still farther reduced, is an affront to the 
business souse of the country.

Right Reverend Bishop Welles, of Mil* 
Waukee, preached yesterday morning in 
Trinity Episcopal charch. 
There was a 
large audience present, and the church wa8 
beautifully decorated with flower© Rev. 
George Wallace, the retiring rector, ofli- 
elated for the last tune previous to his de­ 
parture for his new perish at Waterloo, 
New York, which added still greater in­ 
terest to the occasion. 
Bishop Welles chose 
for 
his text 
S t John 8:16,“For God so loved the world 
that he give his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth ia him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life,” 
He 
spoke of the sacrifice made for the salva­ 
tion of man, aod its appropriate commem­ 
oration by the observance of the Holy 
Communion. This ordinance was more 
than a mere commemoration of the suffer­ 
ings and death of Christ. It had a teach 
log and preaching power. Every time that 
this ordinance of the church was observed, 
it related the story of the sacrifice of 
Christ. It related it in a more vivid man­ 
ner than any words of a gifted orator 
could do. la some churches there was 
over the altar a striking representation 
made upon the stained glass of the window, 
of the last supper, but the commemorative 
act itself as performed by tho*e in priestly 
order, was a more solemo and impressive 
recital ot those last days of Christ, in 
which his divine glory .shone brightest 
This sacrament gave heart to penitence, lite 
to faith, aod confidence to obedience. No. 
Where else In the church service was there 
so much teaching and preaching power. 
The priest in administering the sacrament 
not only commemorates, but also teaches 
ai Christ 
taught. 
It appeals to the 
bead aud to the heart through the eye 
and through the senses. 
The speaker said he bai thus shown the 
important© of a frequent observance of this 
sacrament, not so much as an incentive for 
its careful observance, for lie did not deem 
the church needful of any such incentive* 
He spoke of it rather as a thought of 
comfort and assurance to the faith!ul ones* 
Whatever controversies may have arisen 
or will arise in college or cloister, whatever 
foolish preaching may come from the pul­ 
pit, this act of commemoration and teach­ 
ing has remained, and will remain in all 
its essential features the same yesterday, 
t>-day aud forever. It teaches the same 
old doctrine, not merely ol what Christ has 
done, but also of what he is. It teaches 
the brotherhood of man in Christ, the doc­ 
trine of the incarnation, tho comforting 
hope of a glorious resurrection. It was aa 
assurance that tho old faith would in the 
future, as in the past, remain the same, and 
this thought was of great comfort and 
assurance. 
The observance of these ordinances of the 
church was a proof of true obedience to 
God. The speaker alluded to the confirma­ 
tion 
service, and called attention 
to 
the blessedness of being able to par­ 
ticipate 
In 
such 
a 
service, 
on such a bright, joyous morning, and to 
recall the memories of a pleasant pastorate 
about to end. He gave a justly high tri­ 
bute to the retiring rector, and spoke in 
well-chosen words of the excellent work 
done by that faithful pastor, and expressed 
the hope that for him and for bls brethren 
there might ever be exalted before them,as 
a model, the Lord Christ, and that with 
every observance of the aacranaeut they 
might receive lresh inspiration and new 
zeal to make their lives patterns after that 
perfect life found in Christ. 
At the close of the sermon a class num­ 
bering seven 
were confirmed

In the evening the Bishop preached in 
Christ Episcopal church on “ The Peace of 
God.” Like his morning discourse, the 
sermon was elegant, though not eloquent* 
aod the thoughts clear cut and impressive 
A class numbering eight were confirmed at 
the close of the other service;.
